New Yo rk Teachers End 8 -Day Strike 


NEW YORK (UPI) — New 
York 
City ’s 55,(XX) strikin g 
teachers were back today , bu t 
few seem pleased with the n ew 
con tract 
that 
en ded 
their 
eig ht-day walkou t. 
“ I don ’t like it,” said Albert 
Shan ker, presiden t of the U n ­ 
ited Federation of Teachers 
Tu esday . “The Cen tral Board 
doesn ’t like it, the commu n ity 
boards don ’t like it an d I’m n ot 
askin g y ou to like it.” 
Bu t, he said, “we’v e g otten 
the most we can possibly g et, 
g iv en the fiscal con dition of 
the city .” 
The city ’s 1.1 million stu ­ 
den ts were n ot schedu led back 
u n til Thu rsday . 


The pact, approv ed Tu esday 
by a 10,651 to 6,69 5 referen ­ 
du m, prov ides for the rehirin g 
of 2,400 teachers from 4,500 
recen tly laid off in the city ’s 
fiscal trou bles. 


The 2,400 will be rehired 
with $25 million the board of 
edu cation sav ed by n ot pay in g 
the strikers du rin g the walk­ 
ou t. 
In order to keep class sizes to 
a max imu m of 34 stu den ts, the 
u n ion also "waiv ed” two class 
preparation periods a week, 
while the school board short­ 
en ed the school week by 9 0 
min u tes.

len g th, the teachers will g et 
the "prep periods” back. 
Teachers 
also

“ I’m ag g rav ated,” said Vicki 
Schn ieder, a ju n ior hig h school 
teacher. “ There are too man y 
g ood teachers who are n ot 
g oin g to g et their jobs back 
an d the edu cation al sy stem is 
g oin g to su ffer." 
Mark Weitz, a u n ion chapter 
chairman , said the packag e 
was “n ot an adequ ate con tract 
for teachers, n ot an adequ ate 
con tract for the kids.” 
Compared to earlier fat set 


tlemen ts, 
Shan ker admitted 
the con tract was n o barg ain .

assembly , “ in times of depres­ 
sion , y ou hav e to hold on to 
what y ou hav e.” 


“ A strike is a weapon y ou 
u se ag ain st a boss that has 
mon ey ," Shan ker told the del­ 
eg ates. “ This boss has n o mon ­ 
ey .”

Un der the act, mu n icipalities are 
allowed to ren ov ate their dilapidated bu ildin g s an d ren t ou t the 
u pper floors for federal or state ag en cies. The main floors cou ld 
be priv ately ren ted. Un der ex istin g law the en tire bu ildin g has 
to be u sed for pu blic pu rposes. 
Bu ckley , in a letter to Koen ig dated Sept. 10, writes, “ From 
con v ersation s I hav e had with the Gen eral Serv ices Admin is­ 
tration , the old city hall wou ld appear to be an ex cellen t 
can didate for the ty pe of recy clin g en v ision ed in my bill: takin g 
older bu ildin g s an d con v ertin g them in to n ew federal office 
apace. 
“The problem seems to be that the deman d for federal space 
in Kin g ston may be in su fficien t to ju stify ren ov ation . Cou n tin g 
the projected n eeds of the local federal offices in Kin g ston there 
appears to be a n eed for 7 ,000 squ are feet of federal space. The 
bill makes it clear that the bill will facilitate ren ov ation of 
federal offices on ly , althou g h main -floor spu ce wou ld be 


av ailabel for leasin g to local g ov ern men ts or for shops an d 
restau ran ts." 
The old city hall at 408 Broadway con tain s abou t 15,000 
squ are feet of space, ev en ly div ided amon g its three floors. The 
top floor has the most u su able space. 
Bu ckley say s he will con tin u e to work on the problem bu t 
n otes that the priority n ow is for hou se passag e. Koen ig said 
he has already con tacted Con g ressman Hamilton Fish Jr. (R- 
25th Dist.) an d solicited his su pport for the bill. 
The state has earmarked u p to $500, (XX) in matchin g fu n ds 
for the restoration of the 102-y ear-old bu ildin g which the city

Miss Fromme is expected to enter a plea Friday on a 
charge she attempted to kill Ford Sept. .5 with a .45-caliber 
pistol as he walked through the state capitol grounds. 
MacBride also will consider her request to act act as her own 
attorney. 
MacBride lowered the bail because he said he wanted to 
make it the “ least onerous” amount to guarantee she would 
not flee. He said she could not be released without bail 
because she had no financial investments or other reasons 
to tie her to the community. 
The judge also modified his gag order and gave the red- 
haired woman permission to talk to reporters about anything 
except specifics of the case.

Sgt. Frederick Reddy, 50, of 
Levittown, N .Y., and Patrol­ 
man Andrew Glover, 34, ot 
New York, were shot about 
9:10 p.m. and died a short lime 
later at Bellevue Hospital. 
They were the fifth and sixth 
officers killed in the line of 
duty this year. 
Police today sought two men 
and a woman, all apparently 
Hispanic, who were seen leav­ 
ing the scene of the shootings. 
Police said they had the 
name of the person to whom 
the car was registered, but 
declined to make it public. A 
nationwide alert was put out 
for another car believed owned 
by the same person, a 1969 
blue Ford Sedan LTD . 
There were more than a 
dozen witnesses to the shoot­ 
ings, but officers said they 
gave conflicting reports. 
Reddy, who got off three 
shots, and Glover, whose gun 
was missing, were taken to the 
hospital in two police cars, the 
first of which arrived within 
four minutes of the shooting 
after residents called police. 
“ I ’m sure all New Yorkers 
are just as shocked as I am at

Closing Delayed

To close Woodstock's wel­ 
fare office or not to close it? 
That's the question. The an­ 
swer: it will almost certainly 
be abandoned 
but its off icial 
closing has been delayed for at 
least a month. 
At 
Tuesday night's town 
board meeting Supervisor 
Verner May was forced to bide 
his time until reinforcements 
arrived to give him the votes 
needed to return the responsi­ 
bility for oj>erating the welfare’ 
office back to the county. 
May, who offered a resolu­ 
tion to close the office, effec­ 
tive at September’s end, was 
thwarted in his attempt when 
only three of the five-member 
board showed up to vote. 
While Town Justice Rudolf 
Baumgarten voted with May 
for 
closure, 
Councilwoman 
Jane VanDeHogart abstained 
defeating any action for the 
time being. 
But May made it clear he 
would reintroduce the resolu­ 
tion m October to the full 
board, indicating he was sure 
it would pass easily 
and sug­ 
gesting that by jYostjwining the 
inevitable, Ms. VanDeBogart 
was accomplishing little ex­ 
cept to force Woodstock tax­ 
payers “ to pay another 
month's salary to assistant 
welfare officer Charles Dodd." 
As May sees it, there is no 
town law that requires a town 
to maintain a welfare office. 
The system, as it now exists, 
he insists, is a “ mockery," in 
that local taxpayers pay 50 
jiercent of home relief without 
receiving 50 percent of "home 
rule autonomy.” 
Argued 
May, "Woodstock 
must stand up and say, ‘NO 
M O RE,' until the state gives 
us some rights and some work­ 
able rules. A message must be 
sent to the state that if it's 
going to make all the rules, it 
must pay the shot." 
Ms. 
VanDeBogart 
saw it 
otherwise. She suggested that 
May was attempting “ to junk 
a program" that works tor 85 
jiercent of recipients. "If you 
accept 50 percent of the money 
from the state, you have to 
accept 50 jiercent of the rules 


they set," she said “ And the 
town is getting its money s 
worth by using the home relief 
jieojile on town jirojects.

May, ajijiarently in no mo<id 
to wait for a study or anything 
else, brushed that argument 
aside with some hard financial 
facts. "W e must come in with 
our budget for next year in 
three weeks." he said. “ And in 
that 
budget, there will be 
$50,000 -representing our 50 
jiercent of home relief to fie 
paid by Woodstock taxjiayers. 
Additonally, we sill have to 
jiay for the services of a home 
relief administrator—and that 


salary of $8,000 or $10.0(H) will 
lie added on to the $50,(HH) in 
the budget." 
Returning to his contention 
that W<Hidstock is carrying at 
least 15 jiercent “ fraudulent 
cases” on its rolls, he noted 
that these jieojile who have 
lost their right to welfare, in 
the town’s opinion, are costing 
Woodstock more than $1,000 
monthly.

varied. 
There were some who assured 
May they were totally behind 
him in his efforts to close down 
W'oodstock welfare ojierations 
and allow the county to shoul­ 
der the 
responsibility, and 
there were others who argued 
that some home rule is better 
than none.

On Water Quality 


STO N E RID G E 
Ulster County Community 
College 
has 
launched the 
country’s first associate degree program in Water Quality 
Monitoring this fall, with 25 students enrolled in the unique 
two-year program. 
The project is being funded for five years with $411,088 from 
the federal Environmental Protection Agency (EPA ) and the 
state Dejiartment of Environmental Conservation (D EC) The 
total cost of the project is nearly $55,000. 
Professor Richard B. Glazer, jiroject director, explained that 
the new jirogram is the first in the country designed to provide 
the technicians to monitor water quality required by the 
National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System Program, 
established in 1972. 
1’he new jirogram may become a model for other colleges 
across the nation. 
"W e’re very happy that Ulster County Community College 
has been selected as the first demonstration institution by the 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency for offering this new 
and vital curriculum,” commented UCCC president Robert T. 
Brown. "It sjieaks very highly for the fine reputation our college 
has earned." 
The project will accejit 20 funded students each year, five 
from Ulster County, five from other areas of the state, and 10 
from adjoining states. Their tuition, books and fees will be paid 
in full by the federal government. Also, the county legislature 
has apjiroved tuition waivers to jiermit out-of-state students to 
enroll in the jirogram. 
In addition to the 20 funded students, five non-funded 
students from Ulster Countv are enrolled in the program this 
tall.

So Faerber came up with a 
scheme that could be im­ 
plemented this season, with 
the cooperation of the land­ 
owner — keep the land posted 
to the hunting public, but is­ 
sue special permits to mem­ 
bers of the federation at 20 per 
week for the four archery 
weeks of deer season. 
He said the advantage of 


this would be to keep the 
hunting populace from over­ 
running the area, and would 
assure the landowner that only 
responsible and screened 
hunters would be allowed. 
What’s more, Faerber of­ 
fered to set up a similar indi­ 
vidualized program for anyone 
in Ulster County who has had 
deer problems through the lo­ 
cal sportsman's club and the 
federation.

CIA Dossier on Brezh n ev’s Health 


Oil fo r Gra in 


Hopes rose temporarily last week when President 
Ford indicated that serious talks would be under­ 
taken in Moscow for a barter deal of Soviet oil for 
American grain. On the surface it all sounded 
simple; the Russians reportedly have the oil and we 
certainly have the grain. But preliminary reports 
sifting back to this country from the intensive 
negotiations being held 
between 
U.S. Under­ 
secretary of State for Economic Affairs Charles 
Robinson and high Communist officials indicate 
that such a transaction is unlikely. 
It's true that Russia is the world’s largest oil 
producer but this doesn't necessarily mean there is 
enough Soviet oil available for export to the United 
States. Western economists are predicting a tight 
situation in Russian oil for the coming years. Not 
only do the Soviets have a heavy demand for their 
own petroleum, but Russia's commitment to its 
East European satellites also precludes any vast 
amounts of oil for export. Interestingly enough, 
another factor contributing to the unavailability of 
Soviet oil is the exorbitant cost of developing new 
Siberian fields. 
This same high cost of production has also put the 
Russians in the fix they are in regarding grain. With 
all their collective farming and five-year plans the 
Soviet Union is chronically afflicted with grain 
shortfalls, indicating strongly that in farming, as in 
many other fields, the free enterprise system has 
consistently been more efficient and productive. 
There is one story going the rounds of an Iowa 
farmer who inspected a Soviet wheat farm employ­ 
ing 1,200 workers and determined he could get the 
job done with just 11 hands. 
However, what will certainly come out of the 
Moscow talks, if not an oil-for-grain barter, is a 
longterm agreement on Soviet grain purchases from 
the U.S. 
Such an agreement, necessary to keep our balance 
of trade payments in the black, will insure that 
whopping purchases by the Russians will not upset 
the American domestic market causing sharp sud­ 
den hikes in the prices here at home.

W ASHINGTO N 
Smoking used to leave Russia s I>eonid 
Brezhnev with such a sore mouth that he had to have his gums 
massaged every day by his doctor. The pain has now compelled 
the Soviet leader to give up cigarettes. 
Brezhnev’s dental secrets, it seems, are fully known to the 
Central Intelligence Agency. All the fascinating details (smok 
ing apparently caused the blood vessels in his gums to constrict, 
thus producing the paini are on file in the C IA’s "L S D Office. 
Phis office has nothing to do, we hasten to add. with the 
controversial drug that the ('IA has fed to unsuspecting 
victims. In this case, the initials stand for “ Life Sciences 
Division.” Its specialists collect and analyze intelligence on the 
health of world leaders. 
For all their intimate knowledge alxiut the state of Brezhnev’s 
gums, however, they have not been able to pin down the truth 
about his health His file is fat with rumors about his ailments, 
but the facts have been elusive. 
The Kremlin kingpin shows symptoms, apparently, of having 
been treated with cortisone. This is a hormone used to combat 
any 
number of ailments, 
including 
leukemia, arthritis, 
rheumatic fever, gout and itching. 
He could be afflicted therefore, with anything from terminal 
cancer to the seven-year-itch. In the flesh, he appears quite fit. 
But some intelligence analysts, going out on a limb, have 
predicted his health soon will force him to retire. 
Only three solid facts have been established: (1) he suffers 
from hangovers; (2) he has a queasy stomach; and (3) he is 
plagued with horrendous dental problems. 
Brezhnev’s fondness for vodka has been known to the CIA 
for years. Indeed, the CIA has established indisputably that he 
sometimes shows up in the Kremlin the worse for the past 
night’s partying. 
To relieve his woes on these occasions, he likes to stop off 
at a health spa near a corner of the Kremlin, a spot the Soviet 
hierarchy calls the “clinic” There, he may take a steam bath 
or get a rubdown from a favorite masseuse. 
The CIA triumphantly established that Brezhnev had a 
queasy stomach during his 1973 flight to the United States. 
Sources aboard the Brezhnev plane reported that the Soviet 
leader made a desperate dash tor the washroom with every 
downdraft. 
When he landed at Dulles Airport outside Washington, he 
made straight for the presidential retreat at Camp David where 
he remained ensconded for 18 hours before beginning official 
ceremonies. 
Although the CIA has reliable information about Brezhnev’s 
bad gums, the exjierts have been unable to fix the cause. "If 
he had had good American dental care all his life," suggested 
one intelligence analyst, "he probably wouldn't have this 
trouble.” 
Our own dental experts tell us that Brezhnev's aching mouth 
could mean he has any of a host of ailments, from simple 
callousing of the gums to leukoplakia, a condition characterized 
by lesions which could become cancerous. 
Or maybe, suggested one authority.thesore mouth is nothing 
serious at all. and Brezhnev’s doctors merely used it to scare 
him into quitting smoking.” 
SE C RET ACCORDS: In negotiating the historic Israeli- 
Egyptian agreement. Secretary of State Henry Kissinger made 
secret pledges not only to Israel but to Egypt. 
We published the secret accords with Israel in an earlier 
column. Now here are the secret assurances Kissinger gave to 
the Egyptians: 
"The United States intends to make a serious effort,” it was 
stipulated, to help bring about further negotiations between' 
Syria and Israel, in the first instance through diplomatic 
channels. 
"In the event of an Israeli violation of the agreement, the 
United States is prepared to consult with Egypt as to the 
significance of the violation and possible remedial action by the 
United States. 
“ The United States will provide technical assistance to Egypt 
for the Egyptian Early Warning Station.” 


T E A M S T E RS IN VESTIG A TIO N : The Federal government 
is less interested in what happened to .lames Hoffa than in what 
has happened to the Teamsters' jiension and welfare funds. It 
is believed that mobsters eliminated Hoffa to protect their 
interest in Teamster loans. 
The Teamsters have an estimated $1.5 billion in assets, 
which are supposed to provide retirement benefits for 400,000 
union members. But there have been reports that mobsters 
have obtained a hold on the purse strings. Both the Justice and 
Labor departments would like to untangle the strings.

M A N C H E S T E R, N .H .- 
Hidden by the warm-hearted 
greeting for President 
Ford 
while motorcading through the 
magnificent New Hampshire 
countryside last Thursday was 
grave political danger in this 
state which eventually could 
threaten his nomination for 
Presdent. 
From a standpoint of super­ 
ficial impact, Mr. Ford pro­ 
bably won last week’s "pre- 
season" exhibition here with 
Ronald Reagan. But beneath 
the surface are political factors 
ominous for the President. Ad­ 


vantages enjoyed by Mr. Ford 
in most states are absent here. 
Reaganites dominate the Re­ 
publican power structure, 
Reagan’s political operatives 
have taken a head start in 
organization, and Reagan is 
believed not far below the 
President 
in grassroots Re­ 
publican popularity. 
It is, therefore, too late in 
New Hampshire for Mr. Ford’s 
campaign manager, Howard 
(Bo) Callaway, to employ his 
special talent of wooing con­ 
servative notables. Unless Re­ 
agan unexpectedly does not 
run. Callaway will have to 
manage a long, hard primary 
campaign 
here against 
the 
governor, 
the 
state’s 
most 
powerful publisher and a de­ 
veloping precinct organiza­ 
tion. Moreover, because the 
Feb. 27 New Ham pshire 
primary is the nation’s first, a 
Reagan upset would transform 
his challenge nationally from 
nuisance to threat. 


Inexplicably, the Ford oper­ 
ation until now has ignored 
this historic political battle­ 
ground. Although Reagan im­ 
mediately agreed to campaign 
for Republican Louis Wyman 
once the rerun of last year’s 
disputed Senate election was 
set for yesterday, Mr. Ford's 
political operation stalled 
(partly from fear the Water­ 
gate special prosecutor might 
have Wyman indicted before 
the election). 
But Mr. Ford was not aban­ 
doning his old congressional 
crony 
Louie 
Wyman. 
Nor, 
once it became clear there 
would be no pre-election in­ 
dictment. 
could 
the 
Ford 
camp perm it Reagan to 
monopolize the New Hamp­ 
shire field . Indeed, the 
President’s men began crowd­ 
ing Reagan out of that field. 
Gov. Meldrim Thomson, en­ 
thusiastically pro-Reagan and 
bitingly anti-Ford, suggested 


the President share the plat­ 
form with Reagan at a Man­ 
chester armory rally Sept. 10. 
Wishing no confrontation, the 
White House listed Sept. 11 as 
the only open date. When Mr. 
Ford decided on a day-long 
motorcade, Thomson’s plans 
for 
Reagan 
to spend that 
morning handshaking in 
Manchester-area plants were 
washed out by presidential 
priority. 
That limited Reagan to the 
Sept. 
10 
rally, 
where 
he 
fumbled by relying on the set 
speech he has been giving all 
year instead of reshaping it for 
New Hampshire. But the Pres­ 
ident rarely evoked applause 
giving soporific 
pro-Wyman 
speeches at more than 20 stops 
on his Sept. 11 motorcade. 
Nevertheless, television news 
reports of the smiling Presi­ 
dent waving to record crowds, 
covering town squares, sub­ 
merged Reagan's single ap­ 
pearance. 


But the television eye misses 
important backstage develop­ 
ments. With Gov. Thomson 
again pleading with Reagan to 
announce his candidacy quick­ 
ly, the word was quietly passed 
here that the announcement is 
now likely around Thanksgiv­ 
ing.

blessing, 
said 
her personality is now back in 
control, but at various times in 
her life she has manifested 21 
different peronalities. 
“ 1 ask my friends if they ever 
saw the movie ’The Three 
Faces of Eve,’” she said. “ If 
they have, then I say. ‘W’ell, 
I’m Eve.’” 
Actress Joanne Woodward 
won an Academy Award 
portraying "Eve” in the mov­ 


ie. based on a book bv Mrs. 
Sizemore’s first psychiatrist. 
Her current psychiatrist. Dr 
Tony Tsitos, said Mrs. Size 
more felt strong enough to 
reveal her identity and “ it 
made a great deal of difference 
to her to get rid of that deceit. 
You know, it made her feel 
very guilty because of what it 
did to her family."

Holbrook, an overflow crowd 
came to Siena College Satur­

Bucher talk about the capture 
of the Pueblo. 
Instead, he told them, he 
“ felt he had a message” and 
wanted to tell them “ what's 
right 
with 
America.” 
The 
white-haired, paunchy ex- 
Navy commander read from a 
text for an hour. 
He told them they live in the 
“ greatest ever bastion of free­ 
dom" and that an unfettered 
press, 
the 
power 
of 
con­ 
sumerism, ethnic groups that 
live here in “ something like 
harmony" and the numerous 
persons who migrate here are 
proof of it. 
Polite applause followed his 
paeon to America, but the first 
question was “ Tell us about 
the Pueblo.” He did, until his 
voice broke, his eyes filled and 
he left hastily. 
Bucher, 48, took the blame 
for the 1968 capture of his ship 
and the year-long captivity of 
his men. 
“ I was not intelligent enough 
to think of the possibility of 
attack,” he said, at one point. 
“ Granted I made a lot of mis­ 
takes,” he said. 
But Bucher also explained 
that the Pueblo, outfitted in 
response to a Russian practice 
of using trawlers to monitor 
Western electronic equipment, 
was an old South Korean Navy 
ship that had not even been 
overhauled after the war. 
He said that worried him 
since his tramp steamer 
worked within 15-25 miles of 
hostile countries. If it ever 
broke down, he said, a possi­ 
bility he and engineers often 
considered, tides could carry 
the ship into danger. His men, 
he said, were practically un­ 
armed.

Wh ile co nsu mers cry “ mo re." businessmen cry "fo u l." Eith er 
th e businessmen aren't crying lo u d eno ugh, o r the po liticians 
ju st aren’t listening. 
Gary Perkinso n, execu tive directo r o f the New Yo rk State 
Co u ncil o f Retail Merchants, to ld members o f the Ulster 
Co u nty Chamber o f Co mmerce Tu esday th at bu sinessmen can 
expect even mo re co nsu mer-o riented legislatio n in 1976 if they 
do n’t embark o n a u nified and co o rdinated lo bbying effo rt. 
"Th e increase in co nsu mer-o riented bills last year was 
ridicu lo u s,” said Perkinso n. "and 1976 will be ano ther bad year 
unless business wakes u p and starts making itself h eard." 
Perkinso n insisted th at he was no t o ppo sed to co nsu mer 
pro tectio n, bu t he did say th at many o f the so -called co nsu mer 
bills are prepared with o u t co nsideratio n fo r retail merchants 
and businesses. 
“ The New Yo rk State go vernment do es the least fo r business 
o f any state in th e natio n,” he co mmented, “ and as a resu lt 
businesses are leaving the state in frigh tening nu mbers...and 
it is the peo ple o f New Yo rk State who are being sho rtch anged." 
As an example, Perkinso n cited pro po sals th at wo u ld give 
u tility cu sto mers (bo th residential and indu strial) a disco u nt 


if they use electricity du ring o ff-peak ho urs. The resu lt, he said, 
wo u ld be facto ries su spending th eir day sh ifts and ado pting 
nigh t-time pro du ctio n schedules when electricity wo u ld be 
cheaper. "One business in New Yo rk 
City has said the change 
wo u ld add mo re th an $3 millio n to its u tility bill,” said 
Perkinso n, "it is legislatio n like th is th at will drive businesses 
o u t o f New Yo rk State.” 
Po inting o u t th at New Yo rk State already has the highest 
u nemplo yment, the highest individu al and co rpo rate taxes and 
the highest electric rates in the co u ntry, Perkinso n predicted 
th at New Yo rk "will beco me a seco nd class state unless the 
go vernment wakes u p." 
"Th e Assembly passed 24 bills th is year affecting co mmerce 
in a negative way," he said, "no t o ne bill was passed th at co u ld 
be co nsidered favo rable to business. And next year (an electio n 
year) will be wo rse...the legislatu re has to parade legislatio n 
th at do esn’t co st anyth ing, bu t lo o ks go o d to the vo ters." 
Warning the lo cal bu sinessmen to “ gear u p fo r a bad year," 
Perkinso n predicted th at the 1976 legislative sessio n will bring 
additio nal credit bills, new warranty and gu arantee legislatio n, 
pro po sals to license pro fessio nal bu sinessmen and a po ssible 
increase in the state sales tax.

fhey include assigning students to schools 
closest to their homes, allowing students atten­ 
ding a school with a majority of pupils of their 
race to transfer to one with a minority of their 
race, and forbidding the busing of a pupii 
further than the second closest school to his 
home.

Ford did not name the courts or cases he was

21.7 Million Could Be Nuclear Victims 


W A S H IN G I’ON (U P I) — In a revised assessment, the 
Pentagon now concedes that as many as 21.7 million Americans 
could be killed in a Soviet nuclear attack on U.S. missile forces 
— not the 800,000 it previously estimated. 
The Senate Foreign Relations Committee released a 156-page 
study Tuesday which said the revised Defense Department 
calculations still did not take into account casualties which 
could result from fire, radiation exposure, and breakdowns in 
communications and emergencies services. 
Sen. Stuart Symington, I) Mo., chairman of the panel’s arms 
control subcommittee, released the study, which contained 
maps of anticipated damage in 50 states. 
The new data showed: 
Using "worst case" assumptions, a massive Soviet strike 
against U.S. missile forces could kill up to 21.7 million persons. 
The Pentagon noted the Soviet Union is not likely to have this 
technological capacity in the 1980s. However, the Soviets could 
kill 5.6 million Americans in a lighter attack against U.S. 
missile forces. 
Canada, and presumably Mexico, would suffer from such 
a Soviet attack although not directly hit. More than 800,000 
Canadians might die from fallout and other effects. 
— An attack on the 150 strategic missiles at Whiteman A FB, 
near St. Louis. Mo., could result in the deaths of 10 million 
persons, not 26,000 as originally estimated. 
"Perhaps we sometimes lose sight of the unprecedented and 
truly terrible costs of nuclear war," Symington said. 
"The less we know about what nuclear war could mean, the 
more likely we are to make false moves in any effort to preserve 
deterrence. In addition, reducing nuclear war to an imprecise 
abstraction can lead us to overlook the need for the control and 
limitations of nuclear arms. 


"Sim ilarly, without a good idea of the disastrous nature of 
nuclear warfare, other nations can fall into the trap of ill- 
considered nuclear proliferation." 


Symington released the data in advance of public hearings 
Thursday on the effects of limited nuclear warfare between the 
United States and Soviet Union.
